G.S.R. 587.—In pursuance of sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central Excise 
Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, and 
In supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Revenue), G.S.R. No. 267, dated the 1st March, 1959, 
the Central Government hereby exempts, from the whole of the duty leviable 
thereon, rayon or artificial silk fabrics manufactured by or on behalf of the same 
person in one or more factories in which less than 3 warp knitting machines in 
all are installed or less than 5 powerlooms in all are installed or where there 
are warp knitting machines as well as powerlooms, 4 or less than 4 powerlooms 
in all are installed, one warp knitting machine being reckoned as 2 powerlooms 
for reckoning loomage.
